THE MINTNG NEWS. 



Elsev,liwo in this ibblio will bo found 
very interesting and important iutelli- 
genco from CasBiiu-. Tlio news, Ken- 
erally is good, and for the bonoiit of 
the skeptical who never belioTO until 
they have seen we may point with a 
feeling of confidence to the largo re- 
ceipt °of gold duat by yesterday's 
steamer. The amount is variously es- 
timated. Some place it as high us 
$200.00^:' We have accepted a more 
moderate estimate and state the 
amountto be $150,000. One of our 
corrMponrf^iitp— a very reliable person 
witlkgdiid facilities, for arriving at the 
truth— states tjie amount thus far re- 
ceived'at Yictqfcia at J600.000, with a 
further sum of $200,000. on the way 
down. Addin|f to this estimate of 
$800,000 the amount still in the hands 
of miners who will winter at Glenora 
Landing, Wrangel, or at the digging?, 
the total season's output will npt fall 
far short of 000,000. This is a re- 
sult that cannot fail to exert a benefi- 
cial inilucnce on every interest in the 
Province. Commorcial interests had 
begun to languish through a marked 
falling OH" in the Cariboo gold .crop 
and the disappointment sustained, 
from railway non-construction. Yiew.- 
ed entirely apart from the yield of the 
past season cause for congratulation is 
found in the fact that doop diggings 
have been discovered on Thibert Creek 
in an old channel of that stream, which 
ages ago was lillod up with mountain 
elides and the stream diverted to 
its present channel. The deep dig- 
gings of Cahfornia proved a source of 
great wealth to that State, contribut- 
ing very largely to its prosperity by 
the introduction of capital necessary 
to work them. Many practical miners 
are of opinion that in the diggings 
now worked at Cassiar only the outer 
edge, so to speak, of the gold has 
been touched, and that beneath the 
hills and benches lie the true wealth 
of the new gold fieid. The prospect 
for next year is good. "While we do 
nob anticipate that men will get enor- 
mously rich at Cassiar with the expen- 
diture of as little exertibii as did the 
early'workezB on William Greek, we 
are still of opinion that dig^t>g6' have 
been opened on Thibert Creek that 
point to the existence of similar de- 
posits on other streams iu' the neigh- 
borhood. The discovery of Cassiar 
was made just in tie niche of time. 
Cariboo has senbibly declined for some 
years; bat never bO ruj-idly as during 
the past year. For the lirst six iiiunlhh 
of the prestiut year tliere was received 
in this city from Cariboo f 122,700 in 
goJd against $u70,000 for the corrQs- 
pondiug period of 1875 !

The steamer Isabel, Capt. Morrison, ar- 
rived hero early yesterday morning from 
Fort Wrangol, bringing down about 220 
minors from (Jassiur and ,S1C0,00U in gold 
ilust. Tho Isabel left Fort Wraugel on 
Saturday last at 5 p.m., and made the 
trip down in 3}^ days from wharf to 
wharf. 

Mr. .Tohuatoii loft Doaso Creek on tho 
.'20th October with mails, express and 
troa.suro; arrived at Gkmora"on the 23rd 
inst. and Wraugel ou the 25111. Weather 
cold and having ail the appearance of 
closing on Deaso Greek. Tho lull season, 
has, however, been unusually fioo in tho 
Stibkeon and Cassiar country. TIfo Stick- 
eon has boon lower than for many yoar-j, 
and shippers have Builbrod in coa;;c- 
(juonco, Thofltoamor Croni, at groat risk, 
has boon able to roach Glonora Landing; 
but on her last trip had some dilTiculty in 
coming down stream again, tho passou- 
gors having to make several portages.

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, Oct. 30. — The 7 rfiitne's Wash- 
ington dispatch snj's Gen. Sherman do- 
uics that tho war department has reports 
from Gen. Rugor that there uro unneces- 
sary troops in South Carolina, Gon. 
Sherman expressos great conlidenoe in the 
discretion of Gen. lUigor, who, he says, 
will do nothiug to provoke bad blood'. 

Col. Edwards, a prominent South Caro- 
lina man, has just luado a s])ooch thero in 
which ho said tbo demot'ratio partj' in- 
tended to resist the jiower of the govarn- 
luent of the Stato and disr(!gard tho Pro- 
sident's 'proclamation no matter what tlio 
consequences might be*. He said, "we 
know our rights and are determined to 
maintain them, oomo what may, despite 
Grant's muskets and bayonots." 'To col 
ored republicans ho said, "you are told 
we aro not in eariu^st about tho refusal to 
rent (.mr lands to republicans who vote 
aguinst us, but let iiio toll you now wo 
were never more dotermiuod in any pur- 
pose in our lives, We are desperately in 
earnest. We have taken and subscribed 
to a solemn oath before God to rent no 
hand to anyone who votes the republican 
ticket at the next election, to omploj- no 
laborer, carpenter, blacksmith .or anj'- 
thing else wlio don't vote with us, and to 
make no advance of food or permit any- 
one to occupy our houses or primises who 
votoa tho radieat ticket. Wo know wimt 
wo aro talking about. . Colored people will 
st irve, but wo will uot. Novv is the time; 
become democrats or you are ruined, for 
our resolulions wo havo sworn to and 
mean biisineHs," 

CuioAoo, Oct. 30. --A Tribune's Wash- 
ington special says information received 
by tho Kepubiican Congressional Com- 
mission make the committee ve^ confi- 
dent of thoelection of Hayes and Wheeler. 
Within tho last few days detailed reports 
roi'oived from tho Central Commiltoo of 
tho several State cominilteerf assuring do- 
tails which furnish a ba^is of confident 
holies of the general coiumitteos. Judge 
Edmonds, Seorohiry of this cominittco, is 
much more confident of dividing tho 
Southern clectorial vote than most North- 
thorn republicans aro. Ho is certain of 
South Carolina and is very confident of 
North Carolina, h'lorida and Louisiana. 
Judge Settles' friends. reassert their con- 
fidence iu a republican victory. In Flori- 
da there has been no general attempt to 
intimidalo negroes and dispondenb repub- 
lican factions there have become united. 
As to Louisiana Senator West is confident 
^ayes and Wheeler will carry tho State 
which gives an undoubted republican 
majority of oO.OOO on a fair vote and tho 
republican factions are now all united. 
Intimidation is to bo expected in some of 
tho Northern counties but republicans 
aro confident that with unity in New Or- 
leans and tho absence of violence all tho 
South(>rn counties will go for Hayes and 
Wheeler, The latest Indiaua news shows 
tho republic ms are very coniidoiit of car- 
rying even t hat State.

Ko- 
Iiorts givi^ excellent grounds for belief 
that C;oiiiiei-l icut and New .rersey will 
both go repuidiean; tho latter is (piito cer- 
tiuii if frauds aro kcjit down in Jersey 
City and Hoboken, The republican com- 
mittee feel conlident ol' success even with- 
out Now York. 



Tho S/andard's Belgrade corresiiondent { 
does not single out tho artillery as the 
most prominent in tho defuction on that 
occasion, but states that tho Servian I 
army, which was reduced to such a con- 
dition thfkt the men were barely able to 
orawl, openly declared it would fight no 
louge and abandoned its position en 
wKis-ss.

At Belgrade, 
Puganja,' Paratbon and along the road the 
wildest confusion prevails.' Tlie woiind- 
cd, the wagons,tho stafTand deserters aro 
mixed in an indiscriminate mass. Tho 
Circassians havo appeared before Paganja.

The Montreal Oazattennd Ottawa Ciltzen 
havo been endeavoring to find some way 
in which to criticise and break the force 
His Excolloucy'd recent speech on the 
Pacilio Railway question. The former 
"regrets tho ubo being made of the 
speech," and tho latter, in closer imitation 
of tho ilail, absolutely coudomns it. As 
to tbo Gazclti;, its querulous protest is 
disposed of as follows by tho St. John 
'I'ele'jrdpli : — 

"Wo have not seen it stated anywhere 
that any of tho statements made by Earl 
Uiifreriii nro untrue. Then, if tho state- 
ments aro true, and if tboy constitute a 
full and clear dofeuee ol the Dominion 
Government against the charges of bad 
faith which havo been brought against it, 
the GovcriuiKuit press aro (juito justified 
in using them in any way thoy think pro- 
l)er. If the Consorvativo party havo 
brought false charges for partizan pur- 
poses against the Government, with res- 
pect to British Columbia, they have no 
right whatever to complain of Earl Dnf- 
ferin for demolishing them in the courso 
of a speech, not made for partizan pur- 
poses, or from a Liberal or Conservative 
standpoint, but simply made for the pur- 
jiose of correcting errors into which the 
British Columbians had fallen, with re- 
gard to matters of fact, and for "the pnr- 
po.sc of promoting a better understand- 
ing between British Columbia and tho 
rest of tho Dominion." 

Our orening contemporary is quietly 
"ant on" by its co-laborer iu tho Conser- 
vative vineyard, tho Slar, as follows: 

"Doubtless a good many of tho Oppo- 
sition organs would like' to follow the 
Ci/feen's example, but it is probable tho 
recollection of their jubilation over tho 
"hitting below the belt?' deBpatobeB re- 
strains them. "Then it was' the turn of 
the Grits to grumble at His Excellency, 
Lord Dutl'erin does not address himself 
to go-it-bliud "politicians, "but to the 
common sense of tho country," 

We might add to these expressions of 
public opinion, the following from the 
lAndaa^ Warder', a very strong Conser- 
vative journal— as Sir John would say— 
a " — Tory of tho Tories": " His e:qio- 
sition of the ease was as impartial as tho 
most judicious onlooker could have made, 
while his advice was so seasonable and 
sensible thai that tlie most obstinate agitator 
could not afford to refer to it in, terms ol dis- 
respect. Perhaps it would noi^be toomnch 
to say that the speech of Lord Dufferin 
was one of the most eloquent, wise and 
uaefulever uttered in Canada by a rop- 
rosoutative of the Crown." Even the 
Warder it seems did not know to what 
lower depths the Mail was capable of de- 
scending.

Tho emancipation- of the serfs in 
Russia has resulted in great poverty 
among their former owners. In tho 
Transcausian Govoriimeut of Kutuis 
tho last census gives 105 nobles to 
every 1,000 of .Jihe populatipii', or in 
al.i. 30,000 of the robilityj . of -whonx 
24,000 are without any means of 
support, the ant of emnncipatiou hav- 
ing deprived them of tho greater part 
of their ostatoa as well as tho owner- 
tihip of the laborers. i'he Grand 
Duke Michael, the, 'G-overnor of tha 
Province, has done nil in his power to 
relieve those titled prolotiuiana by re- 
laxing the rules concerning admission' 
into the army, and providing for tho 
military and general education of tho 
children. Naval academies aro to ba 
established for this class in Poll and 
Burchum Kale, and the military gym- 
uufiin aro to bo increased and eulargod. 

It is a curious fact that in tho wholO' 
of Newfoundland thero is not a single 
grist mill of any description. Littlo 
grain is ripened in the country, though 
as line oats and barley can be grown 
there as in any part of the world, and 
in the "vvestern region wheat ripens well. 

Paper bed blankets have been pat- 
ented in England, and sizes forty- 
eight by eighty -one inches sell at about 
nine cents each. ' It is said that they 
compensate for their lightness by 
their density, and add materially to 
warmth. Probably they also compon- 
satQ for their densit; by (he extra air 
that would come in around the edges 
on a cold night, as it is said they are. 
perforated at distaucos of about- four 
inches to promote ventilation. 

It is said that, according to calcu- 
lations recently made, the English 
coal minfts are good yet for ei^ht oeii;^ 
turies to come. M. Gruens calculates 
that the maximum production of the 
coliieries for all the time is 250,000,- 
000 tons. It has now reached 130,- 
000,000, and he assumes that there is 
enough to last the above length of 
time, which may remove a great 
weight from the miuda of some peo- 
ple, who were wondering where their 
coal was coming from for next winter.
